British order in council decreeing retal- 
iatory measures on the part of the gov- 
ernment to meet the declaration of the 
Germans that

was made public today. 


It contains drastic provisions not only 
for holding up ships to and from Ger- 
man ports, but for confiscation of goods 
of German origin' or destination -which 
are shipped from neutral ports. 
Under 
this decree the civilian population of 
Germany, as well as the army, will be 
cut off fi'om any form of overseas trafiic 
80 far as it lies" within the power of the 
allies to bring this about. 


Text of the Order, 


The text of the order in coimcil fol- 
lows : 


"Whereas, the

has issued certain orders which, in vio- 
lation of the usages of war, pin-port to 
declare that the waters .snrrounding the 
United Kingdom arc a military area in 
which all British aand allied merchant

mechanicians, he seemed to have a pre- 
monition of trouble, but determined to 
please the crowd of 50,000 people. 


Beachey's aged 
mother, 
Mrs. Amy 
Beachey, who lives in this city, collapsed 
when told of her son's death, aaid is un- 
der the care of physicians. 
Beachey 
made the statement several days ago 
that if he should find himself falling 
he would head his machine out to sea so 
as not to fall on the exposition crowd. 
Ho kept his word, his fall into the bay 
being about fifty yards from shore. The 
body was found by a sailor On the bat- 
tleship Oregon, who made too descents in 
a diving suit.

THOUSANDS SEE ACCIDENT. 


San 
Francisco, 
March 
15.—Lincoln 
Beachey, the aviator, was killed while 
making an exhibition at the Panama- 
Pacific exposition yesterday. At an alti- 
tude of about 7,000 feet, Beachey began 
a sharp descent. The wings of his aero- 
plane collapsed and the machine plunged 
into iSan Francisco bay. 


Thousands of spectators rushed to the 
nearby water front, but with the excep- 
tion of a few splintered fragments of 
the aeroplane floating on the surface 
o/ the bay no sign of the wrecked ma- 
chine could be seen. 


Launches 
put 
out 
immediately, 
equipped with grappling hooks and a 
boat's crew from the battleship Oregon, 
which was anchored in the stream a 
short distance away, joined in an at- 
tempt to recover the body of the avia- 
tor that was strapped to the machine 
under forty feet of water. The body 
was recovered shortly after 5 o'clock. 


Tlie maclune AVas at an altitude of 
about 7,000 feet when Beachey shtit off 
his power. 
For several thousand feet 
it dropped head on for the earth and 
then the aviator grasped his control 
levers to adjust the planes for the gi-ace- 
ful descent which had characterized his 
previous 
flights. At that 
point the 
wings 
crumpled and the aeroplane, 
turning over and over in its fall, plunged 
into San Francisco bay, narrowly miss- 
ing a vessel lying at the government 
transport docks. 


Beachey Avas born in San Francisco in 
Septpmber, 1887, and made his first 
flight in 1905 at Oakland, Cal., piloting 
a dirigible balloon. In 1900 he circled 
the Capitol at AVashington. Ho soared 
over Ncav York city in July, 1907. 


Early in 1913, Beachey 
announced 
that he had made his last flight, assert- 
ing tliat he felt partly responsible for 
the deaths of nine aviators who had 
tried to emulate him, -AVlien the deeds 
of the daring Frenchmen Avere chron- 
icled he returned to flying. In October, 
1913, at Hammondsport, N. Y,, his ma- 
cliinc swept several spectators from a 
roof, killing one. 


Beachey boasted that 20,000,000 per- 
sons had seen him fly. 


FEARED LURE OF OLD LIFE. 


Fred .(lassman Dies Rather Than Re- 
turn to Career of Crime. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 15,—Bather 
than return to a life of crime, Frtd 
Cassman committed suicide yesterday 
at a hotel here, Avhere ho had been a 
guest for about a fenonth. In letters 
found .in his room Cassman said he Avas 
50 years old; that up to tAVenty years 
ago his career had been one of petty 
crimes and that he had reformed as the 
result of twenty 
lashes given him at 
the whipping post ia Newcalstle, Bel,, 
in 18d5. Of this crime he said he was in- 
nocent. 


From that time until a few weeks 
ago, the letter said, }ie had been' iu the 
west. 
After the death of his wife he 
came to this city. A few days ago lie 
had met some of his former companions 
and fearing their influence would lead 
him to big old life, ha decided to end it 
all. Hi» body atob found, hanging by a 
rope from the ceiling of his apartment.

Washington, March 15.—Congressional 
approval is all that is needed for the 
establishment of government aeroplane 
manufacturing plants at Philadelphia 
and Nevr York. 
Plans for such facto- 
ries have been prepared by the navy de- 
partment each to cost about $30,000 and 
each capable of turning out^two or three 
machines a month at a cost of about 
$6,000 apiece.

years ago purchased a small dirigible

never f d t warranted in deA'eloping that 
tj'pe of air craft and have concentrated 
all their efi"orts on the aeroplane. The 
navy, however, is about to embark on 
a set of experiments to determine the 
aA'ailability of the dirigible for use on 
shipboard. The ability of this kind of 
air craft to hover for a long period; over 
one tpot, such a« the entrance to a har- 
bor or near a parent battleship, ia ber 
lieved to be a valuable featiu-e.

Death of Mrs. Peter Veuve 
Reveals Most Unusual 
' Life History. 


South Bend, Ind., March 15.—Mrs, 
Peter Veuve, who was Countess Jeane 
de ;Madre, once a belle of European 
courts and a friend of Empress Eugenie, 
died March 10 in her. small cottage in 
South Bend, it became known today. 
The former countess was 83 years old. 


Mrs, Veuve was the daughter of 
Count Hippolyte Henri do ISladre De- 
soursing, M-hoso home was in Brussels, 
Sho was educated in a convent arid 
and while there became a close friend 
of Princess Eugenie, who became em- 
press of France. 
The countess married 
a distinguished Frenchman named Bau- 
din in 1850. Sho then became a fa- 
miliar figure in court circles of Belgium 
and France. 
When her husband died a 
few years later, the countess invested 
her fortune in the French Panama canal 
project. 
When this fortune was gone, 
she opened a toilet shop in Paris, and 
hy catering to royalty, amassed another 
/ortune. 


She was a nurse in the fVanco-Prus- 
sian war and was decorated for bravery. 
About 
1^80 the countess 
came to 
America with her son, who contracted 
an illness and died. 
The son was a 
classmate at Sandhurst, England, with 
the prince who is now King Alfonso 
X i n of Spain. 
After her son's death, 
the countess married Peter Veuve, a 
Swiss, whom she had known in court 
circles in Europe. He made unwise in- 
vestments and the eountesa' fort;une was 
swept away. 
VeuviK brought bi9 wife 
to ^ u t h Bend and obtained employment 
in a watch factory.

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Doctors Disagree Again 


'Chairman Fitzgerald, of the house appropriations 
fconmiittee, and Representative Gillett, the ranking re- 
publican member of that body, have just issued state- 
jnents on the fiscal condition of the country that, while of 
Idoubtful-^ralue as illuminants because of their violent dis- 
agreement as to causes for the conditiou are interesting 
Us presenting the two party ^dewpoints of the situation. 


Mr. Fitzgerald takes up the total of approriaions and 
the estimated revenues and estimates that should the 
present condition of the treasury continue until June 30, 
the total deficit will be something like $133,000,000, offset 
hy some $80,000,000 of ineome tax collections. At this 
goint the two eminent authorities diverge widely. Mr. 
Fitzgerald says in effect that the condition is the result of

Eye-Witness Tells of De- 
struction of Mexican 
Gunboat Progreso. 


Xew York, March 15.—^An eyewitness 
story of the destruction of the Mexican 
gunboat Progreso in the harbor of Pro- 
greso, Méx., Feb. 28, was brought to 
New York today by C-apt. W. J. Ryan 
and nine members of the crew of the 
Ward line tug 
Auxilliar, 
which had 
been doing ligMerage %vork in Mexican 
ports for several years. 
According to 
Captain Ryan the Progreso was blown 
up by what her officers supposed wás a 
barrel of butter, just brought aboard. 


•'Wie were lying at anchor half a mile 
from the gunboat at the time," Captain 
Ryan said. 
"We were looking at the 
gunboat at the time of the explosion. 
As soon as we heard the report and saw 
that the Progreso was in distress we 
headed for her and took off some of her 
crew. 
Meanwhile the Progreso's officers 
tried to steer her into the 
shallows. 
They did not make much headway, how- 
ever, for she sank soon öfter the explo- 
sion. 
, 


"Twenty men who Avere standing for- 
ward were killed by the explosion and 
at least that many more were injured. 
The explosion tore a big hole in the 
gunboat's bottom. 


"The Morro Castle, a W«,rd liner, was 
in port and after taking aboard the sur- 


vivors weighed anchor at 
once 
and 
started for Vera Cruz. 
The Yazepas— 
Yucatan troops in control of the p o r t - 
commandeered my tug and after putting 
aboard fifteen or twenty men, arnu^a 
with rifles, set out "in pursuit of the 
Morro Castle. 
When they caught up 
with her they called upon her to stop, 
but she disregarded the order and kept 
on her way. 
The tug then returned to 
port." 


The Mono Castle flies the American 
flag. 


Captain Ryan said the commander of 
the I^ogreso had been warned that feel- 
ing in Yucatan was high against the 
Carranza government which he repre- 
sented. "V^en the Progreso entered the 
harbor. Captain Ryan said, she was or- 
dered by the Yucatan troops to leave. 
Instead her captain asked permission to 
take on supplies. This was given, when 
the gunboat was blown up by an infer- 
nal machine hidden in the sullies. 


The report thiit Yucatan had asserted 
its independence of all the governments 
in Mexico was confirmed by Captain 
Ryan. Ho said that Yucatan had now 
40,000 men imder arms to maintain her 
independence. Some of the alleged plans / 
of the Y'ucatan government, he said," 
were unfolded to him by a party 
of 
forty, including several influential resi- 
dents of Yucatan transported March 2 
from Progreso to Havana by the Aux- 
illiar. 


"I was told by some of the party," 
Captain Ryan said, "that a movement 
was afoot in Yucatan to request the 
United States to recognize Yucatan's in- 
dependence. 
Another plan was to have 
the United States establish a protector- 
ate over Yucatan somewhat similar to 
that exercised over Porto Rico, if this 
could be done Avithout depriving 
the 
state of its sovereignty." 


When the Auxilliar reached Havana, 
Captain Ryan said, the Carranza consul 


called for the ship's papers and lowered 
tlie Mexican flag which flew over the 
vessel. Although Captain Ryan and the 
crew were not ordered to leave the vca-« 
sel they thought it best to do so. 


"As ' matters 
now 
stand," Capt«in 
Ryan said, "the Auxilliar is without a 
flag or a crew. 
She is at present lying 
at anchor in Havana harbor." 


Captain Ryan and the nine 
sailors 
Were passengers aboard the Ward liner 
Esperanza 
which reached here today 
from Havana.

London, March 15.—(1:30 p. m.)—The 


British order in council decreeing retal- 
iatory measures on the part of the gov- 
ernment to meet the declaration of the 
Germans that the waters surrounding 
the United Kingdom are a military area 
•was made public today. 


It contains drastic provisions not only 


for holding up ships to and from Ger- 
man ports, but for confiscation of goods 
of German origin or destination which i 
are shipped from neutral ports. Under j 
this decree the civilian population of 
Germany, as well us the. army, will b(> 
cut off from any form of overseas traflU: 
go far as it lies within tin; power ot the 
allies to bring this about. 


Text of the Order. 


The text of (be order in council fol- 


lows : 


•'Whereas, the 
German government 


has issued certain orders which, in vio- 
lation of tbc. usages of war, purport tn 
declare that the waters Riirrounditig tb'> 
United Kingdom are a. military area in

Kates Changed on Basis of 


Two Cents a Mile. 


The Fort Wayna and Northern In- 


iiana Traction company has flled with 
the public service commission »t In- 
dianapolis, a petition asking for author- 
ity to revise its suliedule of passenger 
rates on the general basis of two cents 
per mile. 


Under the new schedule, a minimum 


fare of five cents is provided. Tlie com 
mutation ticket books are to remam >t» 
force as formerly, also the use of the 
one thousand mile mileags book. Thf 
E»le of round trip tickets at amountt 
less than two full fares is to be diicon- 
tinued. The fares for children between 
five and twelve years of age are, ac- 
cording to the petition, to be based on 
one cent per mile.

with the commission states that tho
